“ All right if you are ready to die, so 
am I."

the president's conduct in opening up

correspondence 
“ obviously to influence the Massachu­ 
setts primaries, represents the very 
erookedest kind of 
a crooked deal.' 
and declared that the action of the ad­ 
ministration in not appealing the cir I 
euit court order in the tobacco case to 
the suprem e court was “ Incompatible 
with the theory that the administra 
tion was acting in good faith.” 
Asserting that “ Mr. Taft is presi­ 
dent only because I kept my promise 
in spite of infinite pressure to break 
it,” and relating that President Taft 
wrote after he became president. “ I 
ran never forget that the power I now 
exercise was voluntarily 
transferred 
from you to me.” the colonel shouted j 
to his hearers:

He had 
been defending his interpretation of 
his promise not to accept a third term 
having

term,” Insisting that if he had raised 
his little flnger in 1908 he could have 
had the nomination, but had steadily 
refused it, for Mr Taft. 
Colonel Roosevelt declared that the

BACK TO WALL 


The President Is Forced to Fight, He 


T e lls N ew Jersey Folk. 


New York, April 27.— President Taft, 
speaking to an audience of 7,000 in 
Newark 
last night, again arraigned 
Colonel Roosevelt for persistent un 
fairness and misrepresentation of him 
and his administration. 
It was not a 
dem onstrative audience, but it cheered 
mightily when the president, after ex 
plaining how unpleasant it was for 
him to answer the charges made by 
Colonel Roosevelt, said: 
“ But I am forced against the wall 
with my back to it, and I am bound, if 
I have any manhood, to fight.” 
The mass meeting, which brought 
out one of the biggest crowds that 
ever listened to a political address in 
Essex county, was held under the aus 
pices 
of 
the 
Taft 
Business 
Men’s 
league. 
Mr. Leach, who presided, told 
the crowd that Colonel Roosevelt has 
villified and misrepresented the presi­ 
dent. but that the Republican party 
would see to it that Mr. Taft was re­ 
nominated 
and 
re-elected.

followed by J ob Hedges, who let fly at 
the colonel. 
“ On*- of the three or four 
hundred reasons I am not for him,"

“ I don't know ihat any president 
that ever preceded me has been tried 
&a a or e l y as I am being tried. 
I was 
recommended by Theodore Roosevelt. 
H* did everything he could to nom­ 
inate end elect me. 
The American 
people are greatly indebted to 
Mr. 
R oosevelt—-not 
for electing me— but 
for arousing them in his seven years 
of office to take an interest in their 
t v n government. 
And I am not iak 
lng back an\thing I said as to th# debt 
the country owes him in that way.**

W ireless Operator Cyril Evans, both 
of the steam ship Californian, testified 
to the curt reply to their attempt to 
warn the big liner of the danger that 
lay ahead 
It 
was further established in the 
testimony of Captain 
Lord that 
his 
ship lay surrounded by ice not more 
than 19 M* miles from the Titanic from 
the time she struck the iceberg and 
went out her C. Q. I), call until she 
sank beneath the surface. 
The testi­ 
mony of both men demonstrated that 
but for the accident of a weary wire­ 
less operator going to bed, the Cali­ 
fornian would have heard the call for 
help from the Titanic and proceeded 
to the assistance of the liner at once 
The committee also seem ed much 
impressed by the fact 
that Captain 
Ixird regarded the iee reports he had 
received as serious enough to warrant 
the precaution of doubling hie look 
outs as soon as it became dark Sunday 
night 
No such precaution was taken 
on the Titanic, though the Titanic was 
making .iust double the speed of the 
Californian. 
Much contradictory testim ony wa®- 
heard regarding rockets seen from the 
bridge of the Californian that Sunday 
night just about the time officers of 
the Titanic were signalling in this way 
in the hope of attracting the attention 
of a ship siehted off her port how 
Ernest Gill, donkey man on the Call 
forlan, appeared before the commit 
tee and swore to a statem ent 
that 
rocket signals of distress from a neigh 
boring ship were ignored by the offi 
cers of the Californian. 
Captain Ixtnl 
of the Californian acknowledged that 
the firing of rockets from a ship that 
lay In the ice three or four miles dis­ 
tant had been reported to him, but de 
dared that his officers told him they 
were not signals of distress. 
This 
ship, lie raid, would not pay attention 
to his attempts to communicate with 
her by the Morse electric signal. 
It 
oould not have been the Titanic. Cap­ 
tain 
Lord 
insisted, because 
rockets 
from her could not have been visible 
to the Galifornian. nineteen miles dis 
tant. 
Operator Evans said Gill had 
told him he was going to get $500 from 
a Boston newspaper for telling about 
the rockets. 
Testim ony by twelve members of 
the Titanic s crew corroborated state­ 
ments already made in regard to the

brought out interesting details of what 
happened on the Titanic and after sht 
went down.

EDITOR LOST 


Suit Carried 
to Supreme Court Goes 


A g a m s t Him. 
Indianafiolis. April 27.— Under a de^ 
cdsion handed down by the supreme 
court a board of county com m ission­ 
ers is not bound to pay a newspaper 
publisher the maximum amount pro­ 
vided by tht* iaw for the publication of 
legal notices. 
The decision came in 
the' appeal in the case of Charles F. 
Butler, publisher of the Bedford Dem­ 
ocrat, against the board of com mis­ 
sioners of Lawrence county. 
Butler 
published legal notices, including the 
delinquent tax list, and was not satis 
fled with the amount the commission­ 
ers allowed him, although he accepted 
it. 
Afterward he sued for a larger 
sum. but the supreme court holds that 
there is nothing in the record to show 
that the amount he received was not 
sufficient, and that this fact, with the 
fact that he had accepted the amount 
allowed by the board, prevented his re­ 
covery in the suit. 
Butler claimed the 
maximum price provided by law. but 
the court says the publisher Is not 
necessarily entitled to the maximum 
amount 
The supreme court affirms 
the decision of the Lawrence circuit 
oourt.

Indiana Rel Gross Doing a 
Notable Work. 


Indianapolis, April 27.'—Having been 
appoint« d .special organizer for Indi­ 
ana by the Red Cross society, Dr.
